Senator Eustis'’s Bill to Bxpedite Matis—Mr, Hoke 
Smith Admitted to the Supreme Court—Mr.

Wasnincron, April 22,—[Special.]—The 
bill of Senator Eustis, of Louisiana, to appropri- 
ate $210,000 to expedite the mailsfrom New 


York to New Orleans; by way of Washington, | 


Lynchburg, Atlanta and Montgomery, will re- 
ceive the strong support of several members of 
ihe Georgia delegation. Senator Colquitt, 
who is ou the postoffice committee of the sen- 
ate, is in favor of the proposition, and is hope- 
ful that it will be agreed to by both houses. 
The authorities of the Richmond and Danville 


yailroad say that they can quicken the time 


between Washingten and Atlanta three or 
four hours, and that the time between New 
York and New Orleans can be made six hours 
quicker than the present schedule, ifthe pro- 
posed compensation is granted. 

IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

Tcday Mr. Hoke Smith, of Atlanta, was ad- 
mitted to the supreme court and appeared as 
counsel for defendant in error in case of the 
Vicksburg and Meridian railroad against Is- 
racl Putnam, of Atlanta. Mr. Putnam sued 
for damages received in a collision three years 
ago, was awarded sixteen thousand dollars in 
the United States district court at Atlanta, 
The railroad brought the case up and was rep- 
resented by Mr. Johnson, of the firm of Hoad- 
ly, Johnson & Hoadly, of Cincinnati. The 
amount involed is, with accrued interest, 
twenty thousand dollars. 

POLLARD’S BAD SPELLING. 

In the senate executive session this after- 
noon the nomination of Mr. Pollard, of Indi- 
ana, to be associate justice of the supreme 
court of Montana, was considered. The prin- 
cipal charge against Pollard is that he is ig- 
norant, and to substantiate it several letters 
written by him were introduced, In one he 
spells horse “‘hoss” and commits other enor- 
mities of a like character. His letters created 
considerable amusement, but hiscase went over 
without action. If Pollard should be rejected 
for bad spelling, he can retaliate on more than 
one senator with evidence ample to convict.

IN THE SENATE. 


Vetition From the Knights of Labor—Other 
Business. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—In the senate to- 
cay, a large number of petitions were present- 
ed from loeal assemblies of Knights of Labor, 
in eppesition to what is Known as the Frye 
ship bill. 

Tomorrow being Good Friday, the senate, 
on motion of Mr. Edmunds, agreed that when 
it adjourned today it be until Monday. 

Mr. Sewell offered an amendment covering 
a number of points, one of which was to sub- 
ject to the provisions of the bill Canadian 
roads having through trafiic from points in 
the United States to be seaboard. Also roads 
running through only one state in compe- 
tition with roads that run 
through several states to the same 
points. That persons or corporations engaging 
in interstate commerce shall first get license 


from railroad commissioners, the license to be 


revocabie for a breach of the conditions. The 
discussion of points covered by this amend- 
ment occupied the remainder of the session, 
but no vote was taken. 

A message from the president relating tothe 
labor troubles was laid before the senate. 
When it bad been read, the question arose as 
to the committee to which it could most ap- 
propriately be referred, whether the judiciary 
committee or the committee on education and 
labor. It was finally ordered printed and the 
question of reference allowed to remain in 
abeyance. 

Mr. Morgan reported from foreign relations 
committeebill to indemnify Chinese who suffer- 
ed by recent outbreaks.at Rock Springs, Wyo. 
Mr. Morgan said he would call+the bill up for 
consideration at an early day. 

Bill to provide for taxation on railroad grant 
lands was discussed until 2 o’clock. The inter 
state commerce bil] was then placed before the 
senate. 


The Executive Session. 

‘The senate in executive session today took 
up the case of Charlies R. Pollard, of Indiana, 
nominated to be judge of the supreme court 
of Montana, vice General Coburn suspended. 
The case was reported adversely from the ju- 
diciary committee, and Senators Edmunds and 
Hoar spoke against Pollard. Pollard was a 
confederate and Coburn was a union soldier. 
Many ailegations concerning questionable 
transactions in which Pollard took part when 
assistant district-attorney in Indiana were 
discussed. Mr. Voorhees began his speech in 
favor of Pollard, but gave way for an adjourn- 
ment. 

Mr. Morgan offered a resolatiou which was 
not acted on to remove the injunction of se- 
crecy from the Weil and La Abra Mexican 
treaty recently rejected and accompanying

THE INDIAN APPROPRIATIONS. 


A Bill Reported to the House—The Electoral 
Count Bill. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—In the honse, the 
senate electoral count bill with house amend- 
ments was, on motion of Mr. Caldwell, of Ten- 
nessee, made the continuing special order for 
May 6th. : 

r. Wellborn, of Texas, from the committee

In to the latter bills, the 
committee believe them to be unconstitution- 
al, so far as they affect several states, and so 
far as they affect the District of Columbia, 
they are not properly within the province of 
ike committee.

A COMMISSION OF LABOR. 


The President Sends in a Message With that 


Suggestion. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The president to- 
day sent to congress a message calling atten- 
tion to the gravity of the existing situation 
of the labor auestion throughout the entire 
country, expressing the opinion that the proper 
theory upon which to proceed is that of volun- 
tary arbitratien as a means of settling the 
difficulties described, and suggesting that there 
be created a commission of labor, consisting of 
three members, who sha!! be regular officers of 
the government, charged, among other duties, 
with the consideration and settlement, when 
possible, of all controversies between labor and 
capital. 

The message in fal! is as follows: 

To the Senate and House of Representatives: The 
constitution imposes on the president the duty of 
recommending to the consideration of congress, 
from time to time, such measures as he shall judge 
necessary and expedient. I am so deeply impress: 
ed with the importance of immediate and thought: 
fully meeting the problem which recent events 
and the present condition have thrast on us, 
involving the settlement of disputes 
arising between our laboring “men = and 
their employers, that [ am constrained 
to recommend to congress legislation on this seri- 
ous and pressing subject. Under our form of gov- 
ernment, the value of labor as an element of na; 
tional prosperity should be distinctly recognized 
and the welfare of the laboring man should be re- 
garded as ampere entitled to legislative care. In 
a country which offers to allits citizens the high- 
est attainment of social and political distinction, 
its workingmen cannot .justly or safely be consid: 
ered as irreyocably consigned to the limits of cla-s 
and entitled tono attention and allowed no pro- 
test against neglect. The laboring man, bearing 
in his hand an indispensable contribution to our 
growth and progress, may wellinsist, with manly 
courage and as a i upon the same recognition 

our laws as is accorded to 
any other citizen having a valuable interest in 
charge, and his reasonable demand should be met 
in such a spirit of appreciation and fairness as to 
induce a contented and ye co-operation in 
the achievment of a grand national destiny. 

While the real interests of labor are not promoted 
by resort to threats and violent manifestations,and 
while those who under a pretext of an advocacy of 
claims of laber, waatonly attack the rights of Ga)p- 
ital, and for selfish purposes, 
or loye of disorder, sow seeds of 
violence and discontent, should neither be encour- 
aged nor conciliated. All legislation onthe sub- 
jeet should be calmly aud deliberately undertaken, 
with no purpose of satisfying unreasonable de- 
mands or gaining partisan advantages. The pres- 
ent condition of the relatious between labor and 
capital are far from satisfactory. The discontent 
of the employed is duc, in a large degree, to the 
grasping and heedless exactions of employers, and 
alleged discrimination in favor of capital as an ob- 
ject of governmenta! attention. It must also be 
conceded that laboring men are not always careful 
to avoid causeless and unjustifiable disturbance, 
Though the importance of better accord between 
these interests is apparent, it must 
be borne in mind that an effort in that direction by 
the federal government must be greatly limited by 
ccnstitutional restrictions. There are many grievy- 
ances Which legislation by congress cannot redress 
and many conditions which cainot by such means 
be reformed. 

I am satisfied, however, that something may be 
done, under federa) attthority, to prevent disturb- 


‘ances which so ofteu arise from disputes between 


employers and employed, and which at. times se- 
riously threaten the business interests.of the coun- 
ib and in my opinion the proper theory upon 
which to proceed is that. of voluntary arbitration 
as a means of Settling these difficulties. But I sug- 
gest that, instead of arbitrators chosen inthe heatof 
and each dispute shall 
created a commission of iabor, con- 
sisting of three: members, who sbkall be regular 
officers ofthe government, charged, among other 
duties, with the consideration and settlement, 
when possible, of all controversies between labor 
and capital. A commission thus organized would 
have the advantage of beinga stable body, andits, 
members as they gained experience would con- 
stantly improve in their ability to deal intelligent- 
lv and usefully with question which might besub- 
mitted tothem. If arbitrators are chosen for tem- 
porary service, as each case of dispute arises, ex- 
perience and familiarity with much, 
that is involyed in the question: 
will be oe Extreme partisansbip and 
bias will be a qualification sought on either side, 
and frequent complaints of unfairness and partial- 
ity will be inevitable. The imposition upon a fed- 
cral court of a duty, foreign to its{judicial function 
as the selection of an arbitrator in such cases, is ati 


' least of doubtful propriet 


y. 
The establishment by federal authority of such a. 
bureau, would be a just and sensible recognition of 
the value of labor, and of its right to be represent- 
ed in the rege ofthe government. So far 
as its conciliatory offices had a relation to disturb- 
ances which interfered with transit and commerce 
between the states, its exisience would 
be justified, under the provisions of 
the constitution, which gives congress the power 
‘to reguiate commerce with foreign nations 
and among the several states,’’ and in frequent 
disputes between laboring men and -their em- 
ployers, of less extent, and the consequences of 
which are confined within state limits and 
threaten domestic violence, the interposition of 
such a commission might be tendered upon ap- 
plication of a legislature or the executive of # 
state under the constitutional provision which re- 
quires the general government to ‘‘protect’’ each. 
of the states against domestic violence. If sucha 
commission were fairly organized, the risk of loss 
of a support and sympathy resulting from a: 
refusal to submit to so peaceful an instrumental- 
ity would constrain both parties to such dis- 
putes to invoke its interferemce and 
abide by its decision. There would also be a good 
reason to hope that the very existence ofsuch an: 
agency would invite application to it for advice 
and counsel, frequently resulting in the avoidance: 
of contention and misunderstandin 
If the usefulness of such com on is doubted) 
because it might lack power toenforceits decis- 
ions, much encouragement isderived from the 
that bas been accomplished by: 
railroad commissions, which have been organized! 
in many of the states, which. having a little more 
than advisory power, have exerted a most salutory 
influence onthe settlement of disputes between 
conflicting intercsts. 
In July, i884, by a law of congress 
a bureau of labor was established and 
placed in omaree ofa commissioner of labor whois 
required to “collect information on the subject of 
labor, its relations with capital, the hours of labor 
andthe earnings of laboring men and women, and 
the means of oting their material, social, in- 
tellectual and moral prosperity." The commis- 
sion which I suggest could easily be engrafted upon 
the bureau thus already organized by the addition 
of two more commissioners, and by supplementary 
duties now imposed on it by such 
other — powers and functions as weuld 
permit She commission to act as arhitrators, 
when necessary, between labor aid capital, under 
sneh limitation and upon such occasions as should 
be‘deemed proper and useful. Power should also 
be distinctly imposed upon this burean to investi- 
gate the causes of all disputes. as they occur, 
whether submitted for arbitration or not, that in- 


. fovination may always be at hand to aid tlegisia-

FACE TO FACE. 


THE MILLIONAIRE AND THE MAS- 
TER WORKMAN. 


Jay Gould on the Witness Standin the Labor Inves- 
tigation—He Tells What He Knows of the 
Troubles on the Missouri Pacific--Mr. 
Powderly Present—Labor News. 


WASHINGTON, April 22.—The doors of the 
reom of the house committee on elections were 
kept closed this morning until the special com- 


| mittee investigating the causes and extent of 
the labor troublesin the west were prepared 


to proceed with the examination of Jay Gould. 
Across the hall outside the room was a strip- 
ed barrier beyond which were allowed to pass 


only the members of the committee, represen- 


tatives of the Knighte of Labor, several gen- 
tlemen accompanying Mr. Could, including 
his counsel,General Swayne and Vice-President 
Hopkins, newspaper men and severa) members 
of congress who were animated with curiosity 
to hear the testimony of the great financier. 
As that gentleman arose to take the oath, all 
eyes were fixed upen him and his response “I 


“do” was given in alow tone. 


The Chairman—lIt is the desire of the committes, 
Mr, Gould, that you give us testimony in respect to 
the investigation in whieh we are engaged: and, 
for the time, I leave the examination to Mr. 
Burnes; 

The witness wiethed to know the scope of the res- 
olution under which the committee was acting. 

Mr. Burnes stated that a select committee had 
been authorized by the house of representatives to 
investigate the causes and extent of the disturbed 
condition now existing betwee railroad corgora- 
tions engaged in carrying interstate commerce 
and their employes ia Lllinois, Missouri, Kansas, 
Arkansas and TeXas. 

Mr. Gould—lIt is true that the Missouri Pacific 
runs through some of these states, but at this time 
we have no difference with our men and are not, 
strictly speaking, within the rule of that resolu- 
tion. ButI will be very glad to spend my time in 
tatking to the committee, though I hardly think 
they want to spend their valuable time in talking 
to me. 

Being requested, however, to proceed, Mr. Gould 
went on to give his testimony in a low voice, 
which was generally calm, but which now and 
then trembled slightly as though it were shaken 
with excitement or emotion. Attimes he removed 
his gold rimmed spectacies and paused in his 
speech as he carefully wiped them with his hand- 
kerchief. Behind him sat General Swayne, who 
relieved him of the work of reading priuted mat- 
ter,and whom he now and then consulted in an 
undertone. 

“On the 15th of April,’’ he began, ‘‘we had in 
the transpertation department 357; in the ma- 
chinery department °%797; in the engineer and 
fireman department 11,552; in the car department 
503: in the road department 3,556; iu the bridge 
department 645; and at our termina! facilities 897 
men—a total of 10,737 men—not including our 
general officers. The operations of our road (and 
I speak from thirty years’ experience) are carried 
on in a perfectly reguiar and orderly way. The 
trains are all run, and the business we were 
chartered to do is being transacted regularly. 
Ifere is a dispatch I reevived since I left New 
York. This represents the business that was 
done up to 10:35 p. m. of this day, April 21st. 

“Two hundred and ninety freight trains moved 
yesterday, captaining 4,617 loads, an increase of 
‘eventy-four trains and 1,537 loads compared with 
the same day of last year. Quict at all points on the 
lines. Trains doing well.”’ 

I submit to the committee whether we come 
within the ruling of the committee. 

Mr. Burnes—! believe that this question has been 
substantially passed upon by the committee, and it 
is the intention-of the committee that we investi- 
gate al! the circumstances and facts relating to the 
troubles, and therefore we propose to examine you 
with regard to the proceedings antecedent to the 
resumption of business, 

Witness—Well, I thoughtit was only proper that 
1 should state that facttothe committee, At the 
date of the resolution we were operating the road 
inaregular and formal manner, and performing 
ail the duties our charter called for. 

Mr. Burnes—Please state vour residence, ave and 
occupation, 

Witness—I reside in New York ciiy, 1 am forty- 
nine vears of age, lam president of the Missouri 
Pacific and bave been since 1879. 

Mr. Burnes—We would like for vou now to inform 
usif there has been any interruption to commerce 
passing over the lines of road you os 5 at in Mis- 
souri, I!linois, Kansas, Arkansas and Texas, and if 
so, what interruption, and so far as you know the 
cause of the interruption’ 

Witness—Do you want me to state simply what I 
know, or facts that come to my knowledge as 
president of the corporation, because I ought to 
state to the committee that I left New York on the 
Sth of January with my family on my yacht for a 
cruise in the West Indies. I returned to New York 
onthe 28d of March. The strike occurred while 
I was away and my knowledge of it comes from 
such oflicial information I received as president of 
the company since my return. 

Mr. Burnes—We understand that necessarily you 
wi]l be compelled to give many things from official 
information. You will, of course, in testifying 

discriminate that which you know from that 
which you have from official information. We 
would like you te go over the whole ground, and 
give us not only what you know but what you 
have reason to believe. ‘ 

The first recognition, proceeded the witness, 
which our company made, as far as I know, of the 
Knights of Labor, came out of the strike in 
April of last year. at the 
time and ? t August 
Mr. Powderly came to New Y. a commit- 
tee. That was the first time I had anything to do 
with him. He stated 
the part of the road that wasin the hands of re- 
ceivers should reinstatea large number of men 
who were Knights of Labor who had left the em- 
ploy of the company and whose places had been 

he impression seemed to: be that 
I practically controlled all the railroads in the 
United States, and that the sun did noi rise or the 
moon set without some sanction of mine. I had 
nothing to do with ,the road. I explained 
that to them. While this, mterview was go- 
ing on my timecame to leaye. I turned. to the 
committee and said, “Now, gentlemen. has the 
Missouri Pacific lived up to her agreement. with 
vou? want to know that.’’ 
They said, “Yes, you have.” “Well, 
ihen,” said I, “I want it now_ understood that if 
you have any grievance hereafter agsiust the Mis- 
souri Pacific you shal! not strike but you will come 
to me, man fashion, and we will talk itover, and 
settle it.’ They agreed to that, and I said, ‘‘good- 
bye,’ and left. Ihad nofurther communication 
with them. I went off on a yachting cruise in Jan- 
nary relying on the good faith of that arrangement 
being carried out. This strike came on while t 
was away. The Texas and Pacific was in the hands 
of the United States court, and not under my con- 
tiol atall. Inthe course of business the receivers 
discharged a man named Hall. Ido not know who 
he was. I had never heardof him, but that act 
was taken as a pretext, and the sole pretext, for 
the strike on our road. Our men told Mr. 
Hoxie that they had no gtievances. 
They were ordered to strike and 
that was the only thing they covld do. When the 
strike occurred Mr. Hopkins, our vice-president, 


. Who was present at that agreement in August, nat- 
‘urally took it up with Mr. Powderly. 


There was a 
strike on our road, contrary to the agreement, and 
he pens a dispatch to Mr. Powderly just as coolly 
as a business man would do. 

Witness then read the dispatch sent by Mr. Hop- 


’ kins to Mr. Powderly on the 6th of March. in which 


he informs Mr. Powderly of the strike, states thut 
the men have no grievances, and expresses a wish 
totalk the matter over with him. Two days after- 
wards Mr. Powderly telegraphs that he saw from 
the public press that the strike was caused by the 
discharge of Hail, and asking if he conld be rein- 
stated. Mr. Hopkins replied that Hall was em- 
ployed by the Texas Pacific, and not bythe Mis- 
seuri Pacific, and that the latter road had no con- 
trol over the receivers. 

To ‘this jmessage, continued the 
witness, no answer was vonchseafed. The east- 
ern officers of the great railroads are their financial 
depositories. They have nothing to do with labor. 
Mr. Hexie had control of that any way, but the 
board, in order to make it doubly distinct, put it in 
his hands, and he managed it from that time on 
until after my return. Let me explain to the com- 
mittee what the strike was that took place in 
March, and what the eflect would have been if it 
had been simply astrike. We had at the date of 
the strike 14,515 employes. The Knights of Labor 
--the strikers—numbered 3,717: but they were not 
men who were necessary to the operation of the 
road. They were men in the machine shops; men 
along the track, switehmen: men who perform 
the lower duties of railroading, so that if 
those “17 men had struck and 
left the premises, we would not have misseda 
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h mmitted? W 
reason of his discha oe tted? What was the 
lresponse to this question . Swayne 
request of Mr, Gould, read the mt i y 
nto oe ap eciding that Hall was an * 
eelent Man and he Was.distharged for abseftiu 
himself without leave. He also read -the circular 
ythe Missouri Pacific. on-tiie: hinth of

ae being ended, Mr. Gould proceeded. 
€ Said: 


This brings the status of the strike downto 


the tenthof March. At that time the strikers had 
taken possession of the line. When we undertook 
to run trains they would “kill” engines, end if 
this were not sufficient they weuld uncouple cars, 
or would assault the trainmen who undertook to 
get the train out. Day after day, 
we were met by that opposition. Then the goy- 
erners of Missouri and Kansas, who had been arbi- 
tratorsof the agreement of March. 1885, (under 
which we had been acting,) werecalled on to meet 
at Kansas City. Therethey heard everything the 
strikers had tosay. After heariag both sides they 
prepared a formal report which was published. 
rhe report was read by Mr. Swayne. It declares 
that the strike of March, 1886, was not based on a 
violation by the company of the terms of agree- 
mentof March, 1885, Mr. Swayne also read in the 
same connection the reply of Mr. Hoxie to the two 
governors, stating that good and competent men 
would be employed by the company without re- 
gard to their past or present relations to the com- 
pany or to the Knights of Laber. Also the reply of 
the Knights of Labor to the governors. 
Mr. Gould then resumed his statement. He said 
that the correspondence shows pretty conclusively 
the truth of the proverb that you may lead a horse 
toa Watering trough but you can’t make him 
drink. Our shops were open for the mento go to 
work, and if they did not go it was not our fault. 
I returned to New York on the 23d of March, 
Shortiy after my return, correspondence was 
opened between Mr. Powderly and myself. I will 
notstop to read that now. When McDowell 
brougltthe last lettertomel told him I would 
meet Mr. Powderly—I as an individualand he as 
an individual—and that I would have a frank talk 
with himon the whole subject.

Hoxie’s bands. They went out of town and 
changed the whole programme next morning. The 
newspapers Came out, publishing this, and saying 
onthe part of Mr. Powderly: “Mr. Gonld has 
consented to our plan ot arbitration.’’ 
That was publishe broadcast. It was 
utterly untrue—utterly untrue. As for the ques- 
tion of arbitration, I have always been in favor of 
arbitration.

Mr. Gould here read the various telegrams-and 
correspondence which have already been made 
public, including the proclamation of March 29th, 
issued by the executive board of district assem- 
blies at St. Louis, congratulating the Knights of 
Labor on their victory and on the manhood and 
fortitude shown by them. He said that was the 
address which was issued on the 26th of March, 
when everything seemed to be lovely. The next 
address issned by them was one issued on tlre 
6th ~ April, addressed to the workingmen of the 
world. 

Mr. Gould read the address in a tone of sarcasm, 
but not without visible emotion. lt was one in 
which he is spoken of as thegiant of incorporated 
wealth, every dollar of which was builton blood 
ipjustice and outrage. He said: “Thatis the re- 
sponse which three assemblies of Knights of Labor 
made to our continuing the hand of fellowship 
vw hich we had held out tothem. We commenced 
operating our road, as I said, when I met Mr. Pow- 
deriy on Sunday. The whole system wasin opera- 
tion except at Parson and Fort Worth. Our earn- 
ings iorthe first week of April were equal to those 
of the same week of last vear, and the earnings of 
the second week in April were $36,000 more than 
the corresponding week lest year, so that, as I said 
at the beginning of my remarks, it seemed 
to me that the resolution under 
which the commitiee fis acting does not 
really apply to the Missouri Pacifie railroad. 

Mr. Burnes—Have you any other documents that 
you wish to submit’?

FIVE HUNDRED!IMORE 


Join the Strikers in St. Louis—A Talk With 
the Employers. 

Sr. Louts, April 28.—Another step in the 
aggressive warfare of the striking Knights of 
Labor upon the Missouri Pacific railroad was 
taken this morning at 10 o’clock, when five 
hundred employes of the Missouri Car and 
Foundry company stopped work and !oined 
the strike in obedience to the order of Dis- 
trict Assembly No. 17. This move had been 
contemplated eversince the knights found that 
the company were supplying repair material 
for the Missouri Pacific and Iron Mountain 
shops, It is © claimed by the 
strikers, the new men are 
not sufficiently skilled to meke their material, 
A committee from the Knights of Labor called 
upon the vice-president of the company and 
informed him that unless they ceased from 
furnishing repair material to the Missouri Pa- 
cific and Iron Mountain companies their men 
weuld be ordered out. The vice-president 
replied that these two companies were among 
their best customers, and that they would con- 
tinue as longas they were ableto fillall of 
their orders. The committce then retired and 
issued an order tothe Knuights of Labor em- 
ployed by the company to quit work this 
morning. 

This order was afterwards sent to the execn- 
tive board, who indorsed it, and the men 
struck. Presidert McMillan was seen by a 
reporter, and in reply to a yuestion as to his 
future plans, said : 

“We shall try to run our works with the 
new force of men, but if we fai) we shall open 
our works at Cambridge, Ind., which have 
been closed for some time. If we can’t run 
our business there as we see fit, we shall go 
out of the business altogether. I would rather 
see the works idle for five years than to accede 
to any demands like those made by the 
Knights of Labor.”’ 


EXCITEMENTON THE LAKESHORE, 


Two Hundred Deputies on Board a Train Try 
to Arrest the Strikers. 

(HiIcAGO, April 22.—The Lake Shore Rail- 
road. company filed a bill in the superior court 
this afternoon citing that the company owns 
certain lands, tracks and terminal facilities in 
the county which are now being trespassed 
upen by sixty men not now in its employ, 
naming the striking switchmen. The bill 
recites that these men areinterfering with the 
movement of trains,and are in other ways 
trespassers, and praying foran injunction te 
prevent their further interference with 
the operations of the company. Judge 
Garnett issued writs 0 injanction 
against the men this forenoon, and at 12:40 p. 
m.atrain loaded with two hundred deputy 
sheriffs left the Lake Shore depot for the scene 
of the strike to arrest these men and bring 
them into court. On board the same train 
carrying the deputy sheriffs were sixty switch- 
men who had been employed to take the place 
of the strikers. The deputies were all armed 
with hickory clubs, displaying no firearms. 
The new switchmen had also been sworn in as 
deputy sheriffs. In addition te the regular 
deputies, there were forty men from Pinker- 
ton’s agency and about sixty from three other 
detective agencies. A squad of twenty- 
five policemen were taken from 
the 2d street station and 
along the track for some distance north of 
Thirty-ninth street within the-city limits. 
The train stopped at Thirty-ninth street. 
Here a comwittee of striking switchmen wait- 
ed upon Superintendent Amsden and asked 
him to allow one of the men to go finto the 
rear car and address them. In accordance 
with the request, Tom Collins got oma car 
and spoke as follows: 

“We want you men to hear our side of this mat- 
ter. You bave heard the company’s side and you 
should hear both sides. Come overto our hall and 
hear us aud if you do not went to go there, fix any 
other place. Come out and talk itover. Thisisa 
question between capital and labor and the time 
has come that the conflict has to take this « 

We do not want toinjure the compa:uy’s property 
Lut we want our rights.’’ 

Collins left the car followed by three of the 
imported switchmen, and the caré were sur- 
rounded by the strikers. and their friends, 
who used every argument they could to per- 
suade the switchmen to leave the cars. - Up to 
2 o'clock seven men had left, some going 
through the windows and some ont of the 
doers. About 2.000 men surrounded the train 
et Root street. Thecrowd increased momen- 
tarily until folly 5,000 men were in the yards. 
The critica! moment was at 2:59 p.m. Engine 
453, with Evgineer Caddy. came out of the 
roundhouse clanging its bell londis. Ten 
deputy sheriffaguarded it onthe front, sides 
and the rear. Before the engine reached the 
iain track the deputies were almost lost ia 
a mass of excited men who crowded the tracks. 
Tom Collins mounted the engine and began 
taiking to the engineer. 
stopped, and Collins was to say: 

“Be kind enough to do this. You are no 
capitalist. For God’s sake, ron that engine 
back for us laboring men. Do it; will you?’ 

The engineer reached for his lever. The 
great wheels revolved, and the engine started 
back to the roundhouse, amid deafening cheers 
from the switchmen and their friends.

SOME OF THE FEATURES OF THIE 
GLADSTONE BILL. 


The Measure Given to the Publice—Whai it Propeses 
for the Relief of the People of Ireland—Mest-. 
ings for and Against It~Other Laterest- 

» ing News From the Old World: - 


Loxvon, April 22.—The Irish land purchase 
bill which the house of cemmons last Priday 
night gave Mr. Gladstone permission to intre- 
duce was issued today. It covers twenty-six 
pages. The bill is divided into five parta. 
oe are fifty-three clauses and four sched- 
ules. 

The bill provides that a landlord whois 
desirous to se!] his property shall apply to the 
state authority. The latter shall refer the 
application thus made to the land commission, 
which, after making an inquiry, shall fix the 
price at which the property shall be seid, 
unless the landlord and state authorities have 
previously come to the agreement, If the 
landlord objects to the price fixed by the 
commission, he may withdraw his application 


On Paying costs. When thesale of the prop- 


erty has been affected, the commission shall 
pay the creditors before making any other dis- 
tribution offthe purchase money? Certain reat 
charges may be beught outright by the state 
authority or payment may be continued from 
the tenant’s repayments. In cases of property 
whereon there is reasonable cause to suppose 
that valuable minerals exist. the commission 
shall add tothe purchase moneya fair sum 
therefor, and the minerals realized from said 

shall be vested im state authority or 


es 

An Irish receiver general and deputies; 
are-to execute the financial : 
shail be appointed to hold office as permanent 
civil servants, subject to the authority of the 
treasury. They shall be paid from the impe- 
rial exchequer, but the Irish government shall 
appoint actual collectors. If the receiver- 
general, or any of his-doputies shall be guilty 

alfeasance, the culprit shall forfeit 
tisums so lost. Also shail be subjected toa 
fine of 500 pounds. 

The measure empowers the treasury to cre- 
ate three classes of permanent annuities, hbear- 
ing interest, respectively, at3, 2}, and 2) per 
cent, and which shail be charged to the impe- 
rial censolidated fand. 

Strict rules are provided by the )ill which 
forbid subdividing or subletting of a holding 
so long as it is subject toany state charge, bat 
the state authority is empowered to release 
these rules, where he may think it advisable. 

Other points of bill were fully covered by Mr, 
Gladstone’s speech of Friday evening last. 

A great mass meeting of liberals and radi- 
cals was held in St. James hall this evening. 
Mr. Laboucbere presided. supported by Messrs. 
Bradlaugh, Lawson. Howell and Pickinzgill, 
members of parliament, and others. Thous- 
ands were unable to gain admittance to the 
hall, Mr. Labouchere, alluding toa recent 
conservation at the liberaland home rule 
meeting atthe opera house, said that Lord 
Hartington was an honorable man; Mr. Gosch- 
en, an able man, and Mr. Rylands,a fluent 
man, but they had no more right to speak iu 
the name of the people of England than had 
‘the three tailors of Tooley street..’’ 

Mr. Labouchere, continuing, said: 


At our meeting there are no peers decorated 


with orders on the stage. and no fashionable 
beauties in the boxes, but there are present 
laborers from the field and from the work shop, 
who had met to raise their voices in support of 
Mr. Gladstone’s efforts to pass the )i!l granting 
home rule to Ireland. If Mr. Gladstone falls 
he wou!d fal! with the democracy of three 
kingdoms around him. Many who now refuse 
to give back Ireland her parliament were de- 
eceudants of Esaw, who in their parliament 
sold their birthrights for peerages.”’ 

Mr. Howell proposed a resolution congratu- 
lating Mr. Gladstone on his endeavor to secare 
the permanent union of England and Ireland, 
and expressing hope that the home-ruie bill 
would become a law, after being so modified as 
to harmonize with the desires of the radicals.

THE TURCO-GREBK TROUBLE. 


Turkish Troops Advance and are Repulsed 
by the Greeks. 

AvtTuens, April 22.—On Tuesday night the 
Turkish advanced posts attempted to sar- 
prise the Greeks,*who,had been engaged on pre- 
vious day in erecting earthwork within what 
is alleged to be the neutral line. Their effort 
however, was not successful, they being 
swartly repulsed by the Greeks, pursued the 
Turks and capured two of their guns. The 
Greeks then occupied three positions within 
Turkish territory which the Greek govern- 
ment bas ordered them to evacuate. 

Pazis, April 22.—It is semi-officially stated 
that France wili refase to join the other pow~ 
ers, in the plan proposed by England, to coerce 
Greece into disarming. — 


Germany and franee. 

Bertin April 22.—The North German Ga 
zette, Bismarck's organ, in a further article on the 
possibility of war between France and Germany, 
seysit has no doubt that France would take the 
first suitable opportunity to revenge herself upon 
Germany. The Gazette remarks, however, that. if 
Germaiy remains calm it bas no fear for the result, 
although it recognizes that the French are a brave 
and dangerons enemy, and that they have made 
great strides in military strength since the revolu- 
tion.

A COLD PROCEEDING 


Which Will Turn Out Forty Pounds of Ice at 
a Time, 

ATHENS, Ga., April 22—[special.]—Mr. Con- 
nachers, who came to our city a couple of years 
ago; has an invention that he thinks is now 
perfect. Itis amachine for the manufacture 
of aitificial ice at a cost of afew moments’ labor 
each day. Mr. Connachers is now putting up 
one of his machines in the Commercial hotel, 
that was built by the Athens foundry, Mad- 
drey & Jones, and it will soon be given a prac- 
tical test. Mr. Connachers is rather reticent 
about discussing his invention, but it 
is learned that he claims for it that 
it will be of different sizes, the cheapest cost- 
ing $25, with a capacity of 500 pounds of ice 
per day, or forty pounds is turned out every 
twenty minutes. It is necessary to charge the 
machine once, which costs but little, and at 
any time when you want ice have only tomake 
someone turn a crank for twenty minutes, 
when a forty-pound block is formed. 


Will Have to Pay the Costs.

TOPICS UN DER DISCUSSION. 


The Butler Herald takes up the convict 
question, and says: 

The time is not far distant when our legislatora 
will be called upon to decide whether or not our 
convict system shall remain asit is. Already we 
can hear intimations ofits coming. Laborers who 
bave to provide for themselves and their families 
fee] that it is impossible to compete with convict 
labor. Such competition would be ruinous and 
degrading tothe laborer. Up tothe present time 
the great want of our state has been more labor: is 
there now a sufficiency of labor to feel the competi- 
tion of convict labor? Ifso, then our wise lawma- 
kers had best devise some other than our present 
convict system. What that system shail be we 
shall not pretend to hint, for we have not the 
faintest idea what it should be. But. sooner or la- 
ter something will have to be done, and we trust 
our people willnot wait until driven by stern ne- 
cersity to act. 

The Madison Madisonian is in favorof primary 
elections instead of caucus nominations. ‘It is the 
only impartial and truly democratic manner,’’ 
trays the Madisonian, ‘‘either to select delegates to 
conventions or nominate candidates, state and 
county. Let the voters know the preference of 
those they vote for. If this plan be adopted we 
have no fear of an unpopular and undesirable can- 
didate being selected.”’ 

The Madisonian, turning to another snbject, 
Says: 

It is unfortunate for the church and state of so- 
ciety that they like sensational rather than the se- 
rious, earnest and zealous preachers, who gets his 
opinions in the daily newspapers.

They believe that 
tcmperanee education and woman’s work. are 
necessary after the adoption of the prohibitory 
jaw as well as before.

Mrs. W. C. Sibley, of AuguSta, is the presi- 
dent. She presides over the meetings with 
great east and dignity. Miss M. H. Stokes, of 
Decatur, is secretary. She makes a thorough- 
iy efficient officer. Perhaps none of the 
workers in the cause are so systematic and 
business-like in their labors as this good lady.

Her address 
recalied to the reporter the remark of a family 
physician, that “Drunkenness was more com- 
mon among infants than any other class.” By 
which he meant to say that the toddies incon- 
siderately given tovery young children as 
medicines in order sometimes to quiet them 
when crying, really paralyzed and stupefied 
their brains, so that, in plain English, they 
were drunk.

A few minutes after the inarriage 
Howard went tothe spring for a hbuacket of 
water. Atthe same moment Moore was seen 
running around the fence with a gun, andin 
a few minutes the loud report of a gun was 
beard and Howard fell, mortally wounded, 
and died in two or three hours. Moore made 
his escape. Ail negroes. 

Coffee county is what is known as a ‘‘dry” 
county, the sale of liquor having been stopped 
in the county a few years ago by an act of the 
legislature. As to whether prohibition has 
hurt thecounty any, the outside world may 
judge of the fact when it is stated that the 
returns of property to the tax receiver last year 
were four bundred thousand dollars over the 
returns before the county became dry. At 
that time the books showed $700,000. They 
now show 31,100,000. Hon. W. H. Love, who 
gave the figures, also mentioned some amusing 
incidents that occosionally transpire at Pear- 
son. Mr. Love isthe telegraph operator and 
express agent at Pearson. Hc says a man will 
occasionally call at the oflice for a jag of 
whisky shipped by express. The man takes 
up the jug, looks around to see if anybody is 
watching him, and then says, “Mr. Love, can’t 
you let me have a sack to hide this jug. Iam 
ashamed to go out with it this way.” 

On Saturday, Noah Hendrick, colored, liv- 
ing in Butts county, died under peculiar cir- 
cumstances. He was buried on Sunday, and 
on Monday Coroner Thompson was notified 
that foul play was suspicioned, and a warrant 
was sworn out for one “Dr.” Juran, a kind of 
voodoo, who had been administering teas and 
liniments to the colored people in that section. 
When Officer J. E. Price approached his house 
he aitempted to make his escape, but was cap- 
tured and brough to Jackson and jailed, On 
Tuesday the coroner summoned a jury and 
secured the service of Dr. R.G, Bryans and 
repaired to Stark, where Hendrick was buried 
and held an investigation as to the cause of 
hisdeath. After a thorough investigation of 
the case the jury returned a verdict that the 
deceased came to his death from provideutial 
causes and Juran was dismissed. Immediate- 
ly after his dismissal, however, a warrant was 
sworn out charging him with practicing medi- 
cine without license. He was tried before 
Judge James Jolly. Sufticient evidence was 
adduced to hold him overand he was placed 
under twenty-five dollar bond for his appear- 
ance at the next term of the county court, 

Tae Hawkinsville Dispatch, speaking of the 
cultivation of sea island cotton in Coffee coun- 
ty. says: 

They assured us that seaisland cotton is the most 
profitable product of their farms, and its cultiva- 
tion is becoming general. —— few are now culti- 
vating upland cotton, as the soil ofthe county wil! 

oroduce about as much sea island cotton as up- 
and, end sea island cotton is worth from 1% to 24 
cents per pound, or three times as much as upland 
cottop. Hon. Elijah Paulk, the ordinary of the 
county, was the first to establish in his settiement 
a gin for the cleaning of sea island cotton. Last 
season he had three gins in operation at Willa- 
coochee, a station on the Brunswick and Western 
railroad. Next season he will have five gins run- 
ping. Tbese gins cost more and cannot gin as fast 
as the gins used for upland cotton. The average 
weight of a bale of sea island cotton is 350 
pounds, and an acre and a half to two 
acres, if moderately feriilized, will produce a bale 
of 250 pounds, worth 18to 24 cents per pound, 
Judge Panlk willcultivate this year eighty acres 
in sea island cotton. Some call it sea island, some 
speak ofit as “longstaple,"’ andeothers call if 
“black secd cotton,” Hon. Walter T. McArthur 
of Montgomery county, raised on his farm last 
year eight bales of sea island cotton, and sold itin 
Savannah at24¢ cents per pound. He bought his 
seed on the coastof South Carolina. He thinks 
that the seed will deteriorate on the soil of his sec, 
tion of Georgia. Hehas in operationa fine gin 
that he bought in Oldham, England, since his 
visit to that country three years ago. Judge Paulk 
aud Mr. McArthur both believe thatsea island 
cotton is the coming industry of their country.

DARIEN, Ga., April 22 —{Special.]—Mr. W. 
A. Wilcox, one of our live merchants, and the 
owner of extensive property here, complains 
of an unusual dullness in trade.

Itisin order to remedy this 
that he proposes to move part of his business 
over to Brunswick.

Jobs and Schemes. 

The fact that the Georgia delegation in 
congress is unanimously opposed to the Hen- 
nepin canal scheme isa very gratifying one. 
It is a scheme to tax the entire country to 
build a canal in which only a few states gre 
interested. Itis not a national affair at all, 
but is simply one of the jobs which are the 


natural result of the public and private de-— 


moralization brought about by republican 
misrule. 

The Hennepin canal project may bea very 
good thing in itself; it may be necessary to 
the development of the commerce of the 
northwest; but the more desirable and the 
more necessary it is, the more reason why 
the states and communities which are direct- 
ly interested should depend on their own 
money and their own enterprise to push the 
If the canal is ab- 

solutely necessary to the commerce of the sec- 
tion through which itis torun, then the 
people of that section should build it. At 
any rate, there is no reason why the people 
of the whole country should be taxed to 
build it. 

What is here said of the Hennepin canal 

Scheme may be also said of the so-called 
Mississippi river improvement scheme. For 
years vast sums of the people’s money have 
been sunk in that mysterious current, and 
the so-called improvement is no farther ad- 
vanced now than it was when the work of 
damming the river with greenbacks began. 

The building of levees and the attempts to 
keep the stream within its banks are matters 
pertaining tothe welfare of the people of 
the states through which the Miasissippi 
raps; but the whole country has been taxed 
vast sums that have been worse than thrown 
away. The river Overrides the ‘‘improve- 
ments,’’ overflows large districts, and cuts 
new channels. The more it is improved the 
more uncontrollable it becomes, and it seems 
to us that a democratic house should set an 
example of caution and economy in this di- 
rection. 

So far as the Tehauntepec ship canal 
scheme is concerned, it is too wild and vis- 
ionary to talk about, and the only wonder is 
that reputable men could have been found in 
congress to give it their countenance and en- 
couragement. Alisuch schemes should be 
nipped in the bud promptly and effectually. 
The democrats should bear in mind that they 
have promised to give the people honest and 
economical government.

There is really no reason why cremation 
should not make rapid progress. . The burial 
of bodies is repulsive to the Be nses “and 
imagination; it is expensive; it involves the 
trade of the grave-robbers, and it poisons the 
air and water of the living. Purification by 
fire is a perfect: safeguard ayainst all these 
evils. And whatis good for the cities is 
also best‘for the country. If the question 
were left tothe doctors and sanitarians—to 
those who really understand the dangers of 
the present method of disposing of the dead 
—the acceptance of the new method would 
not be long delayed. 

Prejudice, sentiment and custom are be- 
hind earth burial, and nothing else. There 
is a notion in some minds that dissolation of 
the body by fireand the doctrine of the 
resurrection of,the body are antagonistic; 
but Bishop Coxe, of Buffalo, who is fanati- 
cally opposed to cremation, admits ‘‘that 
dogma has nothing to say about it; a Chris- 
tian may be burned without loss to his soul.” 
He is even willing to accept cremation if 
followed by a formal interment of the ashes. 
But prejudices exist, and old customs are 
not easily overthrown. The protection of 
the living will, however, compel the adop- 
tion of the better method, and the sanita- 
rians should speak out plainly and fre- 
quently.

Greece and Turkey. 

The more the powers threaten Greece with 
orders to disarm and with movements of 
their fleets, the more the little kingdom 
eeems determined to fight. Her rulers have 
spent so much money in preparing for war, 
and have worked up so great a desire for 
war among the people, it is difficult to finda 


way out of the dilemma exce pt through a de- 
- Claration of war. 


But a declaration of war 
would necessarily result in quick disaster. 
Turkey bas, on the very border of Greece, a 
vastly better and larger army, and the 
Turkish commander says he can march to 


| and into Athens in two weeks. 


The situation is fullof distresses. Greece 
has a grievance as well as a reasonable am- 
bition. She did not get the territory assign- 
ed her by the treaty of Berlin, and she 
naturally wants all Greek-speaking people 
added to her population. She wants a large 
slice of Turkey, and Crete and many other 
islands of the archipelago. And yet she 


seems to have no backing among the powers. 


Russia may, it is true, be friendly, but Rus- 
sia does not seem inclined to lift a hand in 
her behalf. The most that Greece has to go 
upon is the sympathy of intelligent people 
in all partsof Europe. She has not been 
justly treated, and all the world is in sym- 
patby with her. But this sympathy nowhere 
takes practical form. If, however, Turkey 
proceeds to crush the little country after war 
has begun,fwe may hear from Russia, also. It 
is plain that reliet from any other quarter is 
not to be expected. If Russia will not befriend 
her she must again subside, and endeavor to 
be patient and meet her bills on account of 
war preparations. Things should be other- 
wise, but they will probably continue to re- 
fuse to put themselves ona sentimental 
basis. 


Now is Our Time. 

The success attending the manufacture of 
Bessemer steel at Chattanooga, reported in 
our telegraphic columns, the other day, is 
now the main topic of discussion in the busi- 
ness circles of the country. 

Nothing that has occurred in the south in 
ten years has excited such intense interest in 
commercial and industrial centers. 

We do not need to watch the drift of this 
new development. We know in advance 
what it will be. It means the certain and 
steady shifting of the greatest industrial 
centers of the country from the north to the 
more favored regions of the south. With 
unlimited supplies of iron and coal some of 
our grestest manufacturing interest can be 
conducted here at a greater profit than any- 
where else, and this consideration settles the 
matter. This is the prediction of our ablest 
northern contemporaries, and they voice the 
opinion of the capitalists. 

Atlanta must meet this new industrial 
movement half way. With our transporta- 
tion facilities we are practically in the coal 
and iron fields. We have commenced our 
fight against railroad discrimination, and we 
must win. Our proposed line to the sea will 
make Atlanta for all time to come the finest 
distributing point in the south. . We occupy 
the vantage ground now, but a greater field 
is opening betore us than was dreamed of a 
decade ago, and we must make a strong pull 
all together if we desire to make Atlanta 
mistress of the situation. 

This is no time for half-handed, half-heart- 
ed work. Every lick put in now counts. 
Every dollar rightly spent is a guaranty of 
future wealth. From this time on there must 
be no laggards in the race, and no penny- 
wise, pound-foolish calculations. Ina word, 
we must act! 


A Singular Gift. 

. The Messrs. Burton, of Tiller’s Cross-roads, 
Ala., announce that they have deeded to | 
Jesus Christ three acres of land in Tallapoosa 
county. The land is to be used as the site 
of a house in which the “laws of the God of 
heaven may be taught, obeyed, executed and 
administered.’’ 

In order to make their gift bear fruit the 
Burtons have petitioned congress to build a 
house of God on the land thus donated; to 
restore the seventh day of the week as our 
Sabbath, and to “authorize and allow- that 
after the wisdom of God, magistrates and 
judges be set in that house, who may: judge 
all the people such as know the laws of God, 
and teaeh such of them as know them not.

Now, if this“our petition shall find favor with 
congress, and it please congress to grant our re- 
quest and this our petition, then will we thank 
and praise the God of heaven who hath put such a 
thing in the heart of our American congress to 
beautify the house of God which is to be built in 
this our native land which we have inherited from 
our fathers. Then let congress, and whoseever is 
of a willing heart, freely offer an offering unto the 
Lord—gold, silver, and such things as are needful 
to build the house according to the commandment 
which the Lord delivered unto Moses: ‘‘That, of 
every man that giveth it willingly with his heart 
ye shall take my offering,’’ that the building of 
this house be hastened and not hindered. So that 
the wrath of God be stayed from congress and the 
people.

A STARTLING STATEMENT. 


A Convicted Counterfeiter Implicates Offi- 
cialsin His Business. 

NEW ORLEANS, April 22.—Erasmtis Shep- 
hard, convicted today of conspiring with Aufde- 
morte todefraud the government, testified in his 
own behalf. He made a statement in regard tohis 
early life, substantially as follows: 

“When I was twelve years of age I was employed 
inacounterfeiting establishment at the corner of 
Contiand Marais streets. This establishment was 
owned and operated, among others, by Charles H. 
Leonard, recently mayor of Galveston, Texas, and 
at present one of the most prominent Ccit- 
izeos of that city. Interested with him 
in this nefaricus business were the mayor 
of New Orleans, city officials, chief of police, judge 
and limbs of the law. The judge of the criminal 
court for the parish of Orleans was a partner in 
the establishment,also a certain prominent lawyer. 
who now occupies a judgship in Baltimore. These 
people were eteaged in Counter Mexican

every description. Mexican 
was manufactured down stairs 
and United States money, were turned out upstairs. 
My position was that of messenger for the estab- 
lishment, and as such delivered®counterfeit money 
to the banks of the city and high city officials. 
Thousands and thonsands of dollars of this kind 
of money was manufactured and circulated shere 
and elsewhere throughout this country and Mexico. 
It was while in theemploy of this establishment 
tnatI became acquainted with the art of coun- 
terfeiting. Many of the persons engaged in the 
business of counterfeiting in the times to which I 
ailude, have left behind them sons and daughters 
who move in the highest social circles of the Cres- 
cent city. Lacies and gentlemen of prominence 
and the reaiest respectability. For this 
reason, I do not —— to make known 
the names oO the persons 
for whom I first worked in the counterfeiting basi- 
ness. All my life it has been my misfortune to 
suffer for and to bear the brunt of other persons’ 
misdeeds. My whole life has peen one of con- 
tinual sacrifice.”

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HOW THE OREGON WAS SUNK. 


The Schooner Charles H. Morse Thought to 
Have Been the Colliding Vessel. 

NEW YORK, April 20.—It is now pretty cer- 
tain thatthe schooner Charles H. Morse sank the 
steamer Oregon. The Morse was loaded in Balti- 
more with Cumberland coal, which was to be de- 
livered in Boston. On February 16 she sailed from 
Baltimore and in due time reached Hampton 
Roads, where contrary winds detained her till 
March 11. The Morse was one of a fleetof schoon- 
ers detained at Hampton Roads. The winds im- 
proved and on Saturday night, March 13. at sun- 
set, this feet was off Barnegat lights, with a light 
favorable wind carrying their vessels on their way. 
The Morse was in the ficet, 

Soon after four o'clock the next morning the 
chief officer of the Oregon saw a fiash of light on 
her port bow. A moment la‘er the bigsails of a 
schooner loomed up alcngside. Almost instantly 
a crash followed, as the schooner struck the side 
of the big ship. The Oregon swept on practically 
beyond control about a mile. Whenthe o'ticer 
looked around there was no schoonerin sight, he 
says. The story of what followed is well knowa. 
It is also known thatevery one of that fiset that 
sailed out of Hampton Roads and up the coast, 
except the Morse, has reached port, aud that no 
other sehooner that could have been anywhere 
near that locality at the time of the collision has 
been Jost. 

The schooner Charles H. Morse sunk the Oregoa 
and was swept under water and out of sight by the 
swift-runping steamer. On board the Morse were 
nine men, ail of whom were Americans. Of these

WASHINGTON GOSSIP. 


Guarding Against Cholera Immigrants—The 
Chinese Bill. 

WASHINGTON, April 22.—The acting secre- 
tary of the treasury has requested the depart- 
ment of state to appoint sanitary inspectors at 
the United States consulates at Genoa, Naples, 
Marseilles and Venice, with instructions to 
give prompt information of the appearance of 
cholera in any of the consular districts named, 
and to report the departure of immigrants and 
merchandise for the United States from infect- 
ed districts. The disease has not appeared in 
any of the ports named, but is reported to ex- 
ist in villages in the same consular districts. 

The house committee on foreign affairs to- 
day reconsidered the vote by which a favor- 
able report was ordered onthe Morrow Chinese 
bill. Representative Morrow and _ other 
members of the California delegation 
are opposed to the amendments 
made to the bill inthe committee and especi- 
ally to that one which says masters of vessels 
shall not be liable for penalties for bringing 
any person into the United States who is en- 
titled to come to this country under the ex- 
isting treaty stipulations. They say thatthe 
bill is really an abrogation of the Burlingame 
treaty and that if this amendment were adopt- 
ed it would defeat the entire purpose of the 
bill. They also said they would oppose the 
bill in the house, if reported in its present 
shape. The bill will be further considered in 
committee next Tuesday.

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 


A Residence Believed to Have Been Destroy- 
ed by a Bomb. 

CuiIcaGo, April 22.—According to published 
statements here there is grave reason to be- 
lieve that the fire of Tuesday last, at the resi- 
dence of Charles B. Kimbell, No. 175 Park 
avenue, was not only the work of an incen- 
diary, but had direct connection with the 
actions of Kimbell’s firm in the labor agita- 
tion of the last year or two. Kimbell is treas- 
urer of the Singer & Talcott Stone company, 
which firm had considerable trouble with its 
quarrymen at Lemont during the general 
| strike there a year ago, when two men were 
shot dead in the street by the state militia, 
which had beencalled out to quell the disturb- 
ances.

Close investigation leads 
to the conclusion that a destructive bomb was 
thrown into the parlor of his residence, nearly 
causing the death of his wife and son.

Principal keeper of the penitentiary, J. R.

“I found the camps all in excellent condi- 
tion,” he continued, “though at Rising Fawn 
the freshet had caused great inconvenience. 
The convicts, as arule, were in good health 
and well cared for.” 

“What atout that cat story at Rising 
Fawn ?” 

“I was there when the papers containing it 
were received. I was much amused at the 
astonishment of the people. You will remem- 
ber that it was said that a negro had been 
drowned in a tunnel, and that soon after all 
the cats from miles around mysteriously dis- 
appeared. The story went on to say that after 
some days it was discovered that the cats were 
in the tunnel feasting on the negro’s body.” 

“Why were the people astonished ?”’ 

“Why, because there was but a single grain 
of truth inthe whole story. It was true that 
the negro was drowned, but the cat feature 
was a fabrication pure and undefiled.” 

“How did the story originate?” 

“I don’t kuow. A clerk in one of the stores 
told me that a day or two before the story ap; 
peared in print, a drummer was there solicit- 
ing trade. One night he witnessed a cat fight, 
and probably drew from it the very remarka- 
ble details of that wonderful story.”
